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EMPIRE DAY 

Empire Day has a peculiar significance for 
the people of Canada, It is a Canadian-born 
institution, which has been adopted by the sister 
nations of the Empire as an occasion for 
creating and reviving consciousness of their 
racial ties, political relationships and inter- 
dependence. 

May 24th was of course long celebrated in 
Canada as the birthday of Queen Victoria, and 
is still so remembered by older residents. To- 
ward the close of her reign it became common 
practice to hold exercises in schools on the 
preceding day calculated to instruct the chil- 
dren in matters relating to the Empire, its ex- 
tent, history and character. May 23rd was thus 
the original Empire Day, and such was ap- 
parently the arrangement intended by the 
founder. 

But with the passing of the Queen, the name 
began to shift by common usage from the 23rd 
to the 24th, and it is the latter that is now 
known in Canada, and in the other Dominions, 
as Empire Day, though still officially referred 
to as Victoria Day. The 24th being a holiday, 
the instructional exercises in the schools are 
necessarily held on the afternoon of the pre- 
ceding school day. 

Canadians may take some pardonable pride 
in having thus given to the Empire its “national” 
anniversary, for it is both a popular and a worth 
while institution. It is the one day in the year 
definitely devoted to cultivating the sense of 
unity among the widely scattered Dominions, 
Colonies, Dependencies and Mandatories which 
make up the most far-flung political structure 
the world has known. 

Parliament might fittingly commemorate the 
occasion this year by giving long overdue offi- 
cial recognition to the late Mrs, Fessenden, to 
whom apparently belongs the distinction of 
having first suggested an Empire Day.

The regular, daily washing of the skin is best 
accomplished: by one or two sponge or shower 
baths, with the water at body temperature. 
Soaping the entire body is not necessary every 
day, unless your work is such that the skin is 
soiled with grease or grime 

When the circulation is sluggish, the warm 
shower followed by a cold one will serve as a 
powerful stimulant to the blood circulation and 
will start the blood to circulating more freely 
It is a good plan te finish the treatment by brisk- 
ly rubbing the skin of the entire body with a 
coarse towel.

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‘League of Nations Chief Function 
Is To Save Life 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


We are apt to be carried away by reckless criticism of the 
Veague; by statements that the League has failed; that it has been 
ignored and flouted by Japan and by Italy and by Germany; that 
it cannot do anything. 


One thing it did not do was to drag civilization into another 
world war; get that clearly fixed in your mind, because it is the 
) one vital fact relating to the League. 


All the capital cities of Europe are infested with lobbyists for 
agencies which want war as an avenue to profits. No effort is 
spared to goad the League into taking some action which will 
bring on the war universal. One declaration of war by the Lea- 
gue on one aggressor must be translated into a definite certainty 
of destruction of not less than ten million young lives. 


Every one in a while some nation falls under the influence of 
insane leadership and sarts on a career of aggression. The true 
function of the League is to localize the aggression and slow it 
down; to allow the aggressor nation time to regain sanity; to 
preserve in largest possible measure the general peace of the 
world; to prevent the loss of ten million lives, 


It is a heartbreaking work, because the frantic frenzy of the 
aggressor always is garbed in the shining panply of war; and is 
always impressed upon the public by claims and celebrations of 
victory; while the life-saving work of the League will not be ap- 
parent for years, possibly many years. It may be that those now 
alive will have passed away before the world fully realizes the 
value of the life-saving efforts of the League. 


Under the national standards in existence before the League 
was formed the events of the last few months would have brought 
Japan and Russia into war; France and Germany into war; Italy 
and Britain into war; and civilization into destruction. 


Destroy the League and you throw the homes of the world 
open to the Angel of Death on a scale which can only be counted 
in millions. When the events of today are looked at by historians 
who will hereafter be born, the greatest importance of all will be 
attached to the inffuences for peace set affoat by the League, even 
though set afloat in this generation and brought ashore in a later 
generation. 


In mental measurement this is a world of children, nationally 
and individually, The trifles which lead children to quarrel are 
just as important as the causes which impel rulers to aggression 
and war. The quiet insistent launching of peace efforts has noth- 
ing of frenzy or triumph about it, but is the life-saving influence 
in the world today. Some day those peace efforts now launched 
will be brought to a landing place which will be peace.

Professor Dies 
NEW YORK, N.Y., May 23.—Dr.

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Blum, millionaire Socialist leader 
of the Popular Front. Professing 
surprise that uncertainty  sur- 
rounded his program, that cul- 
tured old Jew announced: “The 
entire efforts of the Popular Front 
aim at reviving all the sources of 
national activity. And such re- 
vival is impossible without large 
confidence from the country it- 
self. Therefore, we would be go- 
ing directly against our own aims 


were we to precipitate disorders 


and tumult.” 

After a week-end caucus it was 
as clear as anything ever is in 
French politics that Socialist 
Blum would head the incoming 
Popular Front Government. In a 
speech to his followers which 
sounded not unlike President 
Roosevelt's inaugural in 1933, he 
declared: “In a battle like the one 
in front of us now a chief is need- 
ed. He must have power. ... 
Let us be wise, but let us be 
bold.” As to financial crisis, M. 
Blum declared. “It is not so ser- 
ious as war, unemployment or 
misery.” And he referred to de- 
valuation as something “to which 
we have been and to which we 
remain resolutely hostile.” 

On the strength of that state- 
ment, the franc rallied sharply at 
the beginning of this week, and 
stocks on the Bourse bounded up. 
Nevertheless, devaluation of the 
franc is implicit in any French 
New Deal. French foreign trade 
and, politically more important, 
French tourist trade have suffer- 
ed woefully from devotion to 
gold. Having taken a 79 per cent 
devaluation in 1928 and endured 
the preceding inflation, the 
French people, particularly its 
millions of small investors, hate 
and fear the idea of currency 
tampering. Lately, however, Jean 
Fenchman has begun to feel the 
terrible grind of deflation, and a 
shot in the economic arm, if rea- 
sonably successful, might be for- 
gotten as quickly as dollar devalu- 
ation was forgotten in the U. S. 

Except in luxury lines like lace, 
perfume, hoisery, jewelry, most 
U. S. businessmen would have only 
an academic interest in devalua- 
tion of the franc unless Britain 
deliberately pushed down the 
pound, perhaps leading in turn 
to another cut in the dollar, Con- 
sensus was that no such cycle 
would follow, that in world con- 
ditions recovery in France would 
more than offset the temporary 
confusion caused by a franc cut 
loose from gold. 

The one feature of the Popular 
Front program that stirred the 
most alarm was a vague proposal 
to nationalize the Bank of France. 
Founded in 1800 by Napoleon, 
the Bank of France is not only a 
sacred symbol of French capital- 
ism; it is to an astonishing degree 
French capitalism itself. It is a 
private institution owned by more 
than 40,000 stockholders. Yet it 
holds all of France's enormous 
gold hord except that privately 
stored in mattresses and old socks 
The French Government owns not 
a centime of monetary metal, The 
Bank of France has the sole priv- 
ilege of issuing bank notes, banks 
the Government's money, is al- 
ways one of the biggest creditors 
of the French Government and 
has the power, often used, of shut- 
ting off Government credit when 
it does not like the Government's 
policies. Unlike Federal Reserve 
Banks, which are bankers’ banks, 
the Bank of France also does a 
regular commercial business, with 
20 offices in Paris, 159 in the 
provinces, 84 auxiliary branches 
and 399 circuit offices opened 
when enough business accumu- 
lates in those particular com- 
munities. It makes money good 
years and bad, pays steady divi- 
dends on its 183,500 shares of 
stock and is completely dominated 
by a small group of great French 
bankers and industrialists. 

This control is perpetuated by 
as neat a charter as lawyers ever 
drew. Only the 200 largest stock- 
holders are allowed to vote at an- 
nual meetings. The rest, mostly 
small investors with one or two 
shares, have no voice in the bank's 
management at all. With only one 
vote, regardless of the number of 
shares owned, the first 200 stock- 
holders represent virtually all the 
great French families, both the 
old aristocracy and the middle 
class that rose under Napoleon 
These 200 “Families of France” 
elect representatives who sil in 
the Council of Regents of the 
Bank of France and run the tight 
est oligarchy in the world today 

In U. S. terms a regent of the 
Bank of France would be a Mor- 
gan partner, @ du Pont and a 


working Vanderbilt all rolled into 
one. Six of the 15 elected regents 
are private bankers. Baron Hot- 
tinguer’s banking family has had 


a member in the Council of Re- 


gents since 1803. Ernest Mallet is 
the thirteenth regent of that fam- 
ily. Most famed banker in the 
council is Baron Edouard de Roth- 
schild. There has been a regent 
named Rothschild since 1855. A 
familiar figure in the best Par- 
isian clubs and salons, a breeder 


and racer of horses, president <«f 


the great privately owned Nord | 
Railway, Baron Edouard de Roth- 
schild is the symbolic punching- 
bag for all good French demo- 


gags. 

The industrial element of the | 
Council of Regents has a strong | 
chemical flavor, but over them all | 
looms Francois de Wendel, Pres- 
ident of the Comite des Forges, 
Senator from Moselle, owner of 
the Journal des Debats, and part 
owner of Le Temps, a traditional 
monthpiece of the French Gov- 
ernment. For rabble-rousing pur- 
poses, Francois de Wendel serves 
as an even better symbol than 
Baron de Rothschild, for he speaks 
for the greatest armorers in | 
France 

For these masters of France the | 
weekly meetings of the Council! 
of Regents is just one more place 
to discuss their problems. By 
twos and threes they sit on the 
boards of big corporations that 
account for more than one-half of 
all French industry. Because they 
are Central bankers as well as 
private bankers and industrialists, 
their power over French econom- 
ics is enormous. The Governor 
General of the Bank of France 
and his two assistants, Govern- 
ment appointees, have never been 
able to thwart the will of the 
other regents elected by the 200 
“Families of France.” Even the 
hree regents elected primarily to 

ard the Government's money 
are chosen by these same famil- 
ies. 

e present Governor, Jean 
Samson Tannery, an erudite, book- 
collecting, ambitious fiscal expert 
trained in the Finance Ministry, 
was appointed early in 1935 to 
introduce some liberal light to 
the Council of Regents. The only 
light Governer Tannery was able | 
to let in was by having the tra- 
ditional heavy double drapes re- 
moved from the bank's windows 
A few months after he took office 
the regents deliberately upset the 
mildly-reflationist Government of 
Pierre Etienne Paandin by shut- 
ting off Government crdeit at an 
embarrassing moment, thereby 
stimulating another flight from 
the franc. No steps were taken 
to halt the gold drain until M 
Flandin capitulated to the Bank 
of France, thereby cooking his po- 
litical goose. Thereupon Pierre 
Laval took office with a deflation- | 


ary program dictated by Francois 


de Wendel and his fellow regents 
and the Bank promptly offered 
special rediscount rates for Gov- 
ernment paper 

The regents can, and often do, 
take care of onetime governors 
with soft jobs in their banks or 
corporations, notably the Cam- 
pagnie Universal du Canal Mari- 
time de Suez, favorite sinecure for 
loyal politicians. Another thing 
that tends to weaken the resist- 
ance of governors is the fact that 
many of them have to borrow 


money to buy their 100 qualifying 


shares. In boom days 100 shares 
of Bank of France stock was 
worth, at present parity, more 


than $150,000, and last week, after 
a 50 per cent decline in the past 
year, more than $30,000. The re- 
gents or their banks are only too 


willing to lend a governor the 
sum he needs 

Whether Socialist Blum can 
break the power of the Bank of 
France is open to serious question 
It is eveh questionable whether 
the average Frenchman wants to 
see it broken. What the discon- 


tented Frenchman really wants 


is to be cut into the game, and
